Pictures  secured  last  summer 
by  Miss  Billie  O’Kelly  while  in 
England  searching  for  material 
on  Georgia  history,  are  being  ex¬ 
hibited  on  Dr.  Webber’s  bulletin 
board. 

A  copy  of  the  original  portrait 
of  John  Lord  Percival,  First  Earl 
of  Egmont  and  first  president 
of  “The  Trustees  for  the  Estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  Colony  of  Geor¬ 
gia  in  America,”  is  among  those 
exhibited.  There  are  only  two  or 
three  of  these  contemporary  por_ 
traits;  Oglethorpe  University  has 
one.  The  complete  list  of  the 
trustees  is  given. 

The  portrait  of  General  James 
Edward  Oglethorpe  bought  by 
Dr.  Thornwell  Jacobs  of  Ogle¬ 
thorpe  University  has  been  cop 
led  and  the  picture  shown  in  this 
exhibit.  This  study  is  the  one 
used  on  the  Oglethorpe  stamp 
which  has  recently  been  issued. 
In  addition  to  this  there  is  a  copy 
of  the  original  copper  plate  of 
Georgia’s  founder  as  an  old  man 
reading  a  book  without  his  spec¬ 
tacles. 

Other  valuable  and  beautiful 
pictures  are  of  the  young  Ogle¬ 
thorpe,  a  group  picture  of  the 
committee  of  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons,  and  on  artistic  conception 
of  the  landing  by  the  Spaniards 
in  Georgia.  Postcards  snow  th 
Houses  of  Parliament,  Hampton 
Court,  and  the  traveling  bed  of 
King  George  IV. 

Through  Miss  O’Kelly’s  careful 
study  of  the  documents  and  rec. 
ords  in  England  she  has  been 
able  to  procure  rare  and  price¬ 
less  notes,  pictures  and  maps  of 
Georgia  history  for  the  state  and 
the  college.
